This community has never witness- |
ed a sadder illustration of the mys-
terious dealings of the monster,
Death, than the death of Mrs. Alhion
Dunn. She was so voung, so healthy
and so recently entered into the jovs
of married life and home malking,
The bride’s roses of her marriage
day had searcely withered and the
laughter of that glad hour had hard-
ly died away, before those same
bride’s maids, now bowed in sorrow
and bathed in tears, bore the flowers
of love to cover her grave. Only
two months and ten days since she
stood with her young .lover at the
altar and pledged to him her love.
Life had just begun with them and
they were so happy. With every
anticipation and bounding hopeful-
ness they were laying their plans
and the promises of jov and success
were so many. The sunburst of joy
of that marriage hour had never
lost its brightness.
